Sustak's companion, C h a r l e s 


Struhart, 20. surrendered to de 
tective Thomas Barnes after he 
tossed his gun to the floor of .the 
saloon. Police said Struhart had 
fired nine shots from a .22 caliber 
pistol in the exchange with Barnes 
and Kasten. 


Kasten was wounded after he and 


Barnes entered the saloon anrf was 
fired upon by Sutak. However, as 
he fell wounded he emptied his 
service revolver at Sustak. 


Barnes, in the meantime, grap- 


pled with Sustak, before he was 
felled by Kasten's gunfire. 


The detectives had gone to the

Dulles Confers 
With Ardenauer

BONN, Germany — 


Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles has warned Euro- 
pean statesmen that unless 
"There are clear and visible 
signs by April l"»that the 
European Army Treaty will 
be ratified, the U. S. Congress

today by West German Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer, who had 
just concluded a series of confer- 
ences with Dulles and Mutual Se- 
curity Director Harold E. Stassen.

weeks a limit which Dulles re- 
portedly previously 
gave in his 


talks with the Italians, French and

Adenauer also read to & news

The President said he was con- 


vinced that with a German man-

Adenauer confirmed that Dulles

President Eisenhower today 
ended all wage and salary 
controls. He also ordered price 
controls lifted frojn a wide 
range of consumer goods, in- 
cluding all meat products. '. 


A White House statement said 


the President took the actions in 
a move "toward eliminating in an 
orderly fashion the price and wage 
controls under which the Ameri- 
can economy has been required to 
operate for the past two years.'" 


Free to Bargain 


The ending of wage and salary 


controls

their workers are free to make any 
agreements they wish about pay 
matters. 


Government regulations have. In 


some 
instances, 
restrained em- 


ployers from granting wage boosts 
when they were agreeable to them. 


The controls were part of the • 


government's efforts to battle the 
inflationary rise in prices arid 
wages which set In sharply after 
the Korean War broke out in 1950. 


Eisenhower's order as to wage 


and salary controls directs an im- 
mediate suspension "of all wage 
and salary regulations and orders 
issued by or administered by the 
Wage Stabilization Board or Wage 
Stabilization 
Committee,

Stabilization Board or the Office 
of Salary Stabilization or the Rail- 
road and Airline Wage Board." 


Statement Issued 


The White House statement said: 
"Adjustments in 
compensation, 


including retroactive 
adjustments, 


proposed in petitions filed by em- 
ployers or by employers and un- 
ions jointly and still pending be- 
fore any of these agencies may 
now be placed in effect." 


The announcement as to .price 


controls said the .Office of Price 
Stabilization (OPS) was 'issuing or- 
ders removing price curbs imme- 
diately from "a wide and varied 
list of consumer goods, including 
all meat product, all furniture, all 
apparel, all meals sold in restau- 
rants and public eating places ..."

It may be argued that Washington's case was different,

gling young nation needing a strong symbol to give it iden- 
tity and set it on a right course. 


The fact is, however, that the budding United States was 


" - heavily blessed with statesmen of high character and proven 


talent. Many of these actually did occupy the White House 


- later, and at least two could probably have Jauriched the new 


nation on its path of greatness almost as well as Washington 
did.

But the people decided Washington was just the man for 


that crucial moment, and so they picked him. This may not 
have been quite as easy for them as-the "national hero'' 
theme suggests. For this was a people that had only lately 
thrown off the yoke of the British king, a people that greatly 
feared a strong central authority and was^determmed not to 
be so ruled.

Yet in,spite of these fears they elected Washington, the 


greatest military man they had, the man who by some pres- 
ent-day measures would be most likely to clamp undemocratic 


-• 'controls of them. 


In doing that they set an important precedent: That 


'• the American people should be free to choose their highest 
1" leaders from any walk of life, that no man should be barred 
*• from such eminent duty by the fact of choosing some special 
« calling. 
*• 
Admittedly, not all endeavors equip a man equally for 


~ the White House. Some, like the military life, tend to make 
~, for inflexibility of viewpoint and action.

Washington was not only a great first president. His 


election established a valued tradition that the people's right 
- to choose men with the qualities of leadership ought not to 
,'. be limited by artificial barriers of any kind.

Now that the hubbub of Inauguration and the message has died 


away so that the importance of the disclosures will not be drowned 


out, 
I will present an expose of Drew Pearson's hidden interest in the 


lawsuit of an underworld press-agent for the late Bugsy Siegal, 
against Senator Pat McCarran and others. The purpose appears to 
have been not *o much to recover damages alleged to have been 
suffered by the press-agent who is an ex-convict as to punish McCar- 
ran for his patriotic service in preparing the new 
immigration law and in exposing Communists in 
government.

Lewis, Pegler and other 
defen- 


dants, some of them apparently 
fictitious, alleging a conspiracy to 
put him out of business. I would 
gladly own that I have tried dili- 
gently to convince the public that 
Pearson is a lying faker and 
scoundrel because- that is the func- 
tion of an honest journalist. I en- 
tered no conspiracy and was de 
•voted to the task long before I 
ever met 
McCarthy or Fulton 


Lewis. 
I have met Lewis only 


four times as far as I can romem* 
ber. 
I had met McCarthy not 


more* than three times, as I re 
call, when we were charged with 
conspiring. 
Some of the other co 


defendants I have neither met nor 
heard of otherwise. 
The Ameri 


can press would be far better off 
without the likes of Pearson and 
if anything I have said or shall 
say tends to that desirable end. I 
shall 
have 
rendered 
a 
public 


service. But I always act on my 
own without concert or conspiracy. 


Meanwhile, Pearson has written 


motivated 
lies and 
suppressed 


relevant and modifying facts about 
the ex-convict's suit against Mc- 
Carran 
in 
Nevada. 
He 
said 


nothing about the criminal record 
of the client of his own lawyer, 
Roberts, although.-of course, dis- 
closure of that fact would tend 
to give the readers a fairer esti- 
mate of the character of the ac- 
tion against the -senator. 


Of late, Pearson, with enormous 


effrontery, has been sending out 
circulars offering for sale "a new, 
high-level, 
confidential 
weekly 


correspondence service available 
to a limited number of fact-seek 
ing business executives." In his 
introductory 
comment 
he 
de 


scribes himself as "America's dis- 
tinguished • Washington 
reporter 


and news analyst whose record 
for accuracy and exclusive news 
beats is recognized from coast to 
coast." He is asking $50 a year. 
A typical high-level statement in 
the issue for Jan. 24 is that "open 
warfare has broken out between 
Eisenhower and Taft. Taft is bit- 
ter and vindictive." This of course 
is a lie. 


It is not news that Pearson has 


lied about many famous citizens 
and has been forced to retract 
some of his worst lies. If he had 
ever shown any disposition to re- 
form, the case would be different. 
But his vicious slanders of James 
Forrestal and Charles E. Wilson 
have merely set a standard for 
further lies. Admiral Ernest King, 
in his war memoirs, tells us that 
Pearson wrote that 
King had 


wrecked a naval aircraft trying to 
fly it off the water when he was 
too old for that sort of thing. Ac- 
tually, King writes, he was sitting 
in the plane as a passenger. A 
qualified young pilot was in com- 
mand and the accident was un- 
avoidable.

ment that it did occur is a vicious 
lie reflecting indignity and dis- 
credit on Senator Goldwater. 


More recently, Pearson wrote 


that Senator Joe McCarthy gave a 
great booze party in Washington 
and that Mr*. Herman Welker, 
the wife of the Idaho senator,, ex- 
claimed "Whire! Thi* in Just like 
Paris!" 
Welker called up Pear- 


son, told him that Mrs. Welker 
was a modest, genteel lady who 
took about one cocktail a month 
and UuMttnad to break hi* neck 


i«y- Orunv recently'has-been try- 
ing to quit. 


The first lawyer was 
Morris 


Ernst. 
He claims that he has 


been an aggressive anti-Commu- 
nist for 20 years but he was Hey- 
wood Broun's lawyer and close 
personal friend and attorney for 
the New York Newspaper Guild 
when Broun was a notorious Red 
and the Guild was heavily in- 
fested with Communists and fol- 
lowed 
the party 
line. 
Ernest 


would have 
been delighted to 


devil me with a law-suit but 
Pearson's case was so bad that 
Ernst quit cold. 


Crum came in later, a weird 


character who has -been deep in 
Communist dealings for years but 
now says that he was taken in. 
A few weeks ago, Crum called on 
my lawyers requesting permission 
to drop it. He said he had Pear- 
son's authorization. He was told 
to bring in the papers properly 
signed and to warn Pearson that 
need not expect any exchange of 
"compliments" or any 
promise 


that I would desist from exposing 
his perfidy. 
' . Thereafter Crum kept delaying. 
Apparently some other 
counsel 


had advised Pearson to keep the 
suit in force. At any rate, Crum 
couldn't deliver and he indicated 
that he was going to get out.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Congestive Heart Failure 
Can Be From Heart Disease 


Mrs. H. C. asks for a discussion 


of congestive heart failure—a diffi- 
cult task indeed. To begin with, 
what does this term mean? 


Congestive heart failure is gen- 


erally applied to a condition in 
which the heart fails to pump 
enough b l o o d rapidly 
enough 


through the systenf. The first sign 
of this failure on the part of the 
heart is usually shortness of breath 
following 
exertion 
or 
exercise 


which formerly did not cause such 
heavy breathing. 


If the heart failure gets worse, 


it is followed by accumulation of 
some fluid in the lungs, often ac- 
companied by cough and by the 
appearance of dropsical fluid or 
edema, usually in the feet and 
ankles, and sometimes in other 
parts of the body. 


Congestive heart failure is not 


itself a particular kind of heart 
disease. It .can result, in fact, from 
any serious disease which attacks 
the heart—such as rheumatic fever, 
coronary thrombosis, or congenital 
heart disease. This does not mean 
that all of those afflicted with heart 
disease eventually develop conges- 
tive 'heart failure, because many 
do not. 


What happens in congestive heart 


failure is quite complicated. It is 
now believed that the trouble is 
perhaps not only in the pumping 
action of the heart itself, but also 
in the gradual increase in back 
pressure of the blood against the 
heart, so that it has to work hard- 
er. ' 


Furthermore, it is 
associated 


with some lessening of the filtering 
power of the kidneys, an increase 
in the amount of sodium in the 
blood, and increase in the amount 
of blood in the system. 


Also, of course, more water is 


retained in the system than should 
be, largely as a result of the failure 
of the kidneys to excrete as much 
water and sodium as they normal- 
ly do. 


TREATMENTS ARE MANY 


The attack on congestiv* heart 


failure must therefore be conduct- 
ed on several fronts. It IB impor- 
tant to know what kind of heart 
disease was originally responsible. 
It is also important to find out the 
degree of congestive heart failure; 
that is, how serious the heart fail- 
ure may be. 


From here on the phyiician 


often employes methods aimed at 
increasing the pumping power of 
the heart, at lessening the back 
pressure against the heart, and at 
increasing the elimination of water 
and sodium through the kidneys. 


Many methods are used to ac- 


complish these results, and while 
congestive heart failure must al- 
ways be looked upon as a serious 
condition, physicians are frequent- 
ly able to do much for victims of 
this condition which will prolong 
life and add greatly to their com- 
fort.

Mrs. L. E. Sharpe Is 
Foreign Travel Speaker 


The Foreign Travel club was entertained with an illustrated talk 


by one of its members, Mrs. L. E. Sharpe, at Loveland Community 
House, Thursday evening. Mr. and Mrs. Sharpe and Mrs. Alice Wat- 
son toured Northern Europe by car last summer, travelling from Fin- 
land as far south as Paris. 


One of the most interesting parts 


of the talk was devoted to a de- 
scription of the Olympic Games in 
Helsingford. There were 67 nations 
represented, the United States and 
Russia sending tne greatest num- 
ber of contestants. The stadium 
held 80,000 spectators and its decor 
suggested One World, embracing 
the five continents. Mrs. Sharpe 
brought back many pictures of the 
games and also rural scenes remi- 
niscent of the springlike charm of 
music by Palmgren, the Finnish 
composer. The Finns welcomed the 
Americans with cordiality and in 
spite of proximity to Russia ap- 
peared cheerful and carefree. 


In Sweden the party was im- 


pressed by the energy of the archi- 
tecture and the beauty of Stock- 
holm, Venice of the North, with its 
45 bridges. In Oslo, Norway, they 
visited Mills Gardens, famous for 
modernistic sculpture. In Denmark 
they saw the romantic Castle of 
Elsinore, scene of the tragedy "of 
Hamlet. All the Scandinavian coun- 
tries were notable for order and 
cleanliness, lack of slums and for 
scenic-beauty. 


In crossing into Holland they 


touched on a corner of Germany 
where, Mrs. Sharpe says, they 
never saw a smiling face. Many of 
thei places shown in Holland were 
in the region devastated by the re- 
cent storms. There was a view of 
the great dyke that was to cut off 
the Zuyder Zee from the North Sea 
reclaiming enormous acreage. The 
dyke is now in ruin.

"Pay As You Go" 


. Stratton said he hadn't studied 
the proposal but in general pre- 
ferred "pay as you go" govern- 
ment financing, "without any high 
interest rates" for bond 
retire- 


ment. 


• Provisions for needed state build- 
ings will be included in the budget 
along with everything else, the 
governor said. He added: 


"The only valid budget is a to- 


tal budget." 


He was asked about his views 


on two other pieces of pending 
legislation, one to abolish the state 
police merit system and the sec- 
ond to nullify the effect of recent 
State Revenue Department 
rules 


extending the state sales tax to 
purchases of materials for use in 
service occupations, like printing 
and tailoring. 


Likes Merit System 


Stratton said he was "very 


etrong" for retaining the state po- 
lice merit system and that the 
bill on that subject had no admin- 
istration backing. 


He said extra revenue expected 


from the broadened sales tax was 
being counted on for budget pur- 
poses, and indicated the second 
bill would not get his support.

Guns and Dogs Go Together 


By WAKREN PAGE 


Shooting Editor 


An honest Labrador retriever 


stole some duck shooting from me 
last fall. Downright thievery. He 
wallowed out through the sludge 
of Illinois River bottom swamp 
land, mud too thin to wade in, 
water too shallow to push a boat 
through, and picked up the fourth 
mallard drake I'd dropped that 
morning, a cripple that landed well 
out and was paddling further into 
the impenetrable slough. So the re- 
triever robbed me of the opportu- 
nity, since there wasn't any way 
for a mere human to pick up that 
bird, to wait for the next bunch to 
swing into the decoys and shoot 
another duck to fill out my limit. 


But when you come to think of it, 
more of that sort of thievery will 
eventually mean better duck shoot- 
ing for all of us. 


In perambulating around the 


duck marshes of this country for 
quite some years, I can recall few 
days of shooting without a good re- 
triever when the final tally did not 
include at least one or two ducks 
knocked down but impossible to 
recover. Even by determined ef- 
fort. And that is with some pretty 
fair country duck-shooters who 
don't sky-scrape for their blrdi, 
who 
hit 'cm hard when they're 


well In over the spread. If you 
spend your legal shooting hours 
with cloud-busters, or even with 
run-of-the-mill duck shooters, the 
•core on birds hit but loit without 


dogs may give you mild night- 
mares—or at least it will if you 
have anything of the conservation- 
ist in your soul. 


Down on the Chesapeake marsli- 


es in '50 I was gunning a creek 
blind with a chap who sells guns 
for one of the big sporting arms 
manufacturers. Personally he's a 
serious conservationist from way 
back, and professionally he thinks 
the same way, for what are the 
best of reasons, when you think of 
it. The black ducks had been trad- 
ing back and forth between bay 
and marsh off and on one morning, 
but hadn't decoyed well, so it was 
nearly noon before I had my four 
birds strung together. He had 
three in the blind, one down some- 
where in the tussocks and cattails 
behind us. He had squidged and 
slurped over half an acre of marsh 
mud looking for that bird—half an 
hour at it—because wasting a duck 
or any other game bird is to him 
a serious crime against good 
sportsmanship. Promptly at noon 
the guide putt-putted up to run us 
in to camp. The curly Chesapeake 
with him took just five minutes to 
retrieve that final duck 30 or 40 
yards from where we'd marked it 
down. 


The same thing goes for upland 


game. Walking up grouse is a lot 
of fun for guys with strong legs— 
but how many of those completely 
camouflaged birds do you lose 
each season when you know for 
certain you've at least scratched 
'em with the pattern? When a 
covey of qual buzzes out, it's.tough 
enough to mark down every bird 
two guns may score when you have 
good dogs—what chance of finding 
them without a dog? 


I've heard the argument ad- 


vanced that using a pointer or set- 
ter to locate game, which is the 
first of a field dog's two basic func- 
tion,s means many more game 
birds found and killed, ultimately 
the ruination of shooting. There is 
perhaps a granule of truth in this 
reasoning, but always ready is the 
stopper of lowered limits. More 
important 
conservation-wise 
is 


the hunting dog's second function, 
to find and retrieve all birds shot 
at and hit. That means elimination 
of waste in our game crop—and 
from where I sit reduction of wast- 
age is one of the meanings of true 
conservation.

Another Round of Pay Boosts Coming Up? 


Answer Sought 
By Employes 
And Workers 


By SAM I1AWSOX 


NEW YORK UB— The death of 


wage controls will find both work- 
ers and employers wondering if an- 
other round of pay boosts is com- 
ing up. 


And white collar men will be 


asking if the raise they hoped for— 
the raise that somehow got stuck 
in the paperwork involved in con- 
trols or was pared back from what 
the boss said he'd like to give— 
,ivill now be a possibility again. 


Pressure for higher wages will 


doubtless be increased in several 
quarters as wage controls end. 


With employment at a record 


high and unemployment slight— 
with industrial activity at a peak 
and many skilled workmen hard to 
find—labor will be in a good bar- 
gaining position if time to re-open 
contracts rolls around during the 
present business boom. 


But several rounds of pay boosts 


since the war have lifted wages 
high in many industries, and man- 
agement is getting more stubborn 
as operating costs pinch profit 
margins. 


Most businessmen feel that, for 


industry as a whole, there won't be 
much change in either labor de- 
mands or management stands as 
a result of the end of controls. Bus- 
inessmen contend that for all'prac- 
tical purposes wage controls have 
been all but dead for months. 


First test of what is likely to 


follow the end of controls may be 
found in some 10,000 applications 
before the Wage Stabilization Board 
for new and higher pay scales. 


Will these pay hikes automatical- 


ly go into effect for thousands of 
workers? Or will some of the cases 
be re-opened in labor-management 
negotiations? 


The latter possibility is seen be- 


cause many of the applications 
were made—not for what labor- 
management 
negotiators 
w e r e 


ready to agree upon—but for the 
maximum they thought they could 
get by the board. 


Labor may want to review these 


cases. 


Pressure also may arise from 


Corkers who were granted pay 


hikes by the board in the past—but 
pay raises that were-smaller than 
the company had been willing to 
allow. 
^Businessmen think another sort 
of pressure for higher wages might 
arise if the ending of price controls 
brings about scattered price hikes 
in consumer goods. Most business- 
men doubt, however, that any gen- 
eral price hike is likely at this, 
time.

Dulles Surveys Holland Flood Damage 


er Leaving Bonn 'Very Encouraged' 


I THE HAGUE, The Netherlands 
WV-John Foster Dulles arrived In 
Holland today for a first-hand sur- 
vey of damage wrought by the na- 
tion's flood disaster and its impact 
on European defense plans. 
,~ President Eisenhower's big four- 


motored plane brought the U. S. 
Secretary of State and American 
Foreign Aid Chief Harold Stassen 
to Amsterdam from the West Ger- 
man capital at Bonn. 


Their departure from Bonn had 


been delayed an hour and 16 min- 


utes by ice on the plane's wings. 


Dulles was quick to assure the 


stricken Dutch of American aid for 
their recovery from the xveek's 
flood disaster, Western Europe's 
worst since the Middle Ages. 


In a formal statement at the 'air

Although only last month the 


Dutch announced they had regain 
ed sufficient economic strength to 
do without further direct U. S. eco 
nomic aid this year, the storm 
drastically altered this situation. 


Officials now say that losses of 


property, crops and future agricul- 
tural earnings plus the cost of re 
building the nation's dike system 
are beyond the capacity of the 
Dutch people. 


Dulles and Stassen came here 


for the fifth stop on their seven 
nation tour of key Western Euro 
pean capitals to spur action on 
the lagging European army plan. 


Leaving Bonn, the American sec 


retary announced that West Ger- 
man Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
would visit Washington this spring 
for formal talks with President Eis- 
enhower. No definite date was fix- 
ed for the visit. 


High American officials in West 


Germany reported that Dulles left 
Bonn "very encouraged'1 that his 
tour was infusing new life into the 
scheme for a unified European 
army to include 500,000 German 
troops. 


They said he would tell President

Frartte, marked progress can be 
expected in the next two or three 
months. 


On their tour, Dulles and Stassen 


liave b e e n warning

the next 75 days. 


The plan has not yet been rati- 


fied by any of the -member nations 
—France, Italy, West Germany, 
The Netherlands, Belgium and 
Luxembourg.
